Valedictory  Address 


Glenna  Beauchamp 

By  definition,  a  valedictory  address  is  a  farewell.  A  farewell  to  what--obviousiy  to  our  high  school 
careers  and  the  people  whom  we  were  associated  with  while  here,  and  m  many  cases  to  our  families.  But  this 
particular  farewell  is  more  than  this  for  inevitably  it  involves  a  change;  a  change  which,  for  the  most  of  us,  wit5 
be  one  of  the  greatest  of  our  lives.  For  whether  we  continue  our  academic  careers  or  begin  immediately  z>jr 
chosen  vocations,  we  say  "good-bye"  to  one  way  o'  'ire  :nd  one  mode  of  thinking  and  great  the  new  freedom 
and  responsibility  of  adults.  Along  with  this  sjiould  develop  a  different  approach  to  all  the  "good-byes"  or 
changes  which  we  will  encounter  throughout  our  lives,  for,  during  most  of  our  I ives  we  merely  accepted  the 
many  changes  thrust  at  us.  We  had  no  choice .  There  was  undoubtedly  not  much  concern  on  our  part  how  we 
would  meet  the  changes  brought  by  our  entry  into  kindergarten  or  grade  ft'  -„ ..  7  ere  were  all  kinds  of  adults 
orotjr-J  to  see  ' r  4  at  we  did.  When  anything  went  wrong  they  were  partly,  if  not  whol  ly,  to  blame  sine. 
a' os  -yr  tire  I  y  their  idea.  Now ,  however,  we  ourselves  are  expected  to  act  or  react  to  the  changes  confronting 
us  ond  to  accept  the  consequences  which  -----     be-  ore  permanent.   Most  of  us,  1  think ,  do  not  find  this

li  v*es . 

One  instance ,  which  probably  seems  ironic ,  is  the  disappointing  experiences  of  secondary  school,  i 
think  ihr  :  for  most  of  w ,  high  school  now  seems  much  further  away  than  the  six  months  we've  been  away  f ra- 
it. And  looking  back  we  probably  smile  or  even  laugh  at  some  of  the  incidents  which  we  h  H  vere  ul timate  ca- 
tastrophes. Like  the  time  we  failed  to  make  an  athletic  team  or  be  elected  to  a  certain  office .  Or  the  time  when 
we  thought  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  understand  a  particular  subject  or  concept  and  the  teacher  seemed  so  un- 
sympathetic »  There  were  probably  even  times  when  we  felt  we  would  never  graduate .  When  our  parents  tried  tc 
reassure  us  we  dismissed  them  as  rel ics  of  the  past  who  couldr: :  r  possibly  see  the  situation  clearly.    They  ma • 
have  said  they  went  through  the  same  thing,  but  our  problem  wos  somehow  unique.  Yet  we  did  survive .  Fron 
these  experiences  1  feel  we  can  derive^two  facts  worth  remembering.  First,  that  we  may  tend  to  exaggerate  th 
magnitude  of  our  problems  to  the  point  where  we  distort  them  way  out  of  proportion .   When  we  are  confronte- 
with  a  situation  which  seems  hopeless  and  we  feel  like  giving  up,  we  might  remember  the  other  time  we  fe  - 
this  way  and  how  much  less  important  the  problem  later  proved    -j  be     Seoondi/f  i   -^as  probably  become  ob  - 
vious to  us  by  now  that  whi le  our  own  experience  is  very  limited,  there  is  open  to  <-5  ^  great  store  from  oiher 
sources;   \nna  great  people  of  the  past,  great  people  of  the  present,  and  our  own  parents  whose  worth  we  pro- 
bably appreciate  much  more  now  that  we  must  break  away  from  them . 

Another  experience  of  our  secondary  education,  which  for  m/self         •  *  ■  -i  sure  for  many  of  us  was 
most  valuable  and  rewarding,  was  our  contacts  with  certain  members  of  ike  -  :'off  and  administration.  While  the- 
has  been  a  lot  of  criticism  levelled  at  the  Ontario  system  of  education ,  some  of  which  is  undoubtedly  just,  th^> 
are  certain  individuals  within  this  system  who  more  than  compensate  for  its  imperfections — people  who  do  mo; ; 
than  get  students  th  rough,  find  exams  or  look  after  the  business  end  of  education;  who  because  of  their  example 
their  encouragement,  and  unfailing  belief  in  us,  bring  out  the  best  in  o^.    When  we  feel  drained  of  all  self 
confidence,  the  fact  that  we  know  of  someone  who  believed  in  us  enough  K;  luarJ  o  h: r  of  time  and  effort,  may 
inspire  in  us  that  belief  in  ourselves  which  is  so  necessary  for  a  successful  !Hef 

Finally,  in  a  world  in  which  more  progress  has  been  made  in  the  last  century  than  in  the  history  of  the 
world  up  to  then,  we  will  inevitably  encounter  situations  for  which  there  is  no  precedent.  The  experiences  of 
our  predecessors  cannot  advise  us  how  to  deal  with  the  tremendous  power  we  have  learned  to  release  from  the 
atom.  Nor  can  we  learn  from  their  example  what  to  do  about  the  alarming  increase  in  population.  In  such  time 
of  continued  and  extraordinary  changes  in  which  we  cannot  rely  on  the  past,  we  need  something  present  and 
constant  to  sustain  us.  Now,  of  course,  our  ideas  along  this  line  are  also  undergoing  a  marked  change.  And  this 
is  as  it  should  be.  However,  while  it  is  good  to  "put  away  childish  things  /  it  is  vital  thatwe  replace  them  with 
something  that  can  carry  us  through  the  most  severe  crisis  or  the  most  drastic  change.

IN    SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

One  hundred  years  ago,  at  the  rear 
and  to  the  north  of  the  little  red  school 
house  then  situated  on  the  site  of  the 
present  Kenwick  Terrace,  Samia's  first 
Gram  mar  School  was  built  —  a  one-room 
frame  building.  In  1859  a  four-room 
school  was  built  on  the  site  of  the  present 
General  Hospital  In  1890  the  old  Colle- 
giate Institute  was  built  on  London  Road. 
In  1922  the  present  building  was  com™ 
pleted.  It  seems  that  every  31  years  Sarnia 
builds  a  new  secondary  school,  so  we  have 
great  hopes  for  additional  accomodation 
in  1953. 

This  year  our  present  student  body  is 
occupying  not  only  the  Wellington  Street 
School  Annex  but  additional  rooms  in  the 
S.C.I.&T.S.  which  were  not  meant  to  be 
used  as  classrooms.  It  is  remarkable  how 
both  staff  and  students  alike  have  adjus- 
ted themselves  to  our  cramped  quarters 
with  their  necessary  inconveniences  and 
hardships.  We  all,  apparently,  realize 
that  it  is  not  brick  and  mortar  that  make 
a  school  but  the  quality  of  its  members 
and  the  spirit  and  industry  of  its  personne1 
Last  year  the  school  had  the  best  record 
during  the  six  years  I  have  been  here. 
There  were  fewer  lates,  less  truancy,  better 


attendance  and  better  academic  results  in 
all  grades.  Our  Upper  School  was  92% 
successful,  our  Middle  School  87%,  and 
28%  of  our  grade  nine  students  received 
first  class  honours.  The  credit  for  this 
record  can  be  shared  by  our  painstaking 
staff  and  serious-minded  students  and  our 
Board  of  Education,  who  give  generously 
of  their  time  and  experience  in  the  interest 
of  the  young  people  in  our  school.  I  hope 
next  year  we  can  boast  of  an  equally  good 
or  even  better  performance  in  spite  of  pros- 
pective staggered  classes.

From  statistics,  printed  years  after  the 
last  war,  the  one  which  was  to  end  all 
wars,  one  would  think  that  the  human 
race  would  never  again  take  part  in  such 
an  orgy.  Yet  the  passing  of  time  heals 
even  the  sorest  wounds. 

This  seems  to  be  the  case  today.  The 
generation  growing  up,  know  little  of  the 
last  horrible  disaster,  since  they  were  too 
young  to  understand  what  was  going  on. 
They  have  been  taught  the  history  of 
the  last  war  in  school  and  at  the  same 
time  an  effort  was  made,  to  fix  in  their 
minds  the  full  significance  of  the  word 
war.  But  this  was  history,  something  to 
be  memorized  and  written  for  examina- 
tions, with  the  result  that  the  story  was 
forgotten  once  the  examination  was  writ- 
ten. 

Europe  today  is  made  up  of  a  number 
of  nations,  each  ready  to  cut  each  other's 
throat  should  the  opportunity  present  it- 
self. They  act  like  angry  dogs,  straining 
at  the  leash  which  is  becoming  weaker 
all  the  time.  Some  day  this  restraining 
link  will  burst  asunder  and  topple  the 
whole  world  into  another  war,  the  like 
of  which  has  never  been  seen  before.
